America report estimates jnents have 
that total consumption will reached” 
increase to a record high of 
310 million gallons, up five 
per cent from 1965’s total of 
293 million. 

Most o f this increase 
however, will be from im¬ 
ported and “light” spirits, 
rather than the more tradi¬ 
tional American whiskeys, 
the report points out. 

Bourbons and blends, it 
estimates, will for the first 
time account for less than 
half of all distilled spirits 
consumed in the United 
States, a trend that started 
several years ago. An in¬ 
creasing share of the mar¬ 
ket will be taken over by 
imported Scotch and Cana¬ 
dian whiskey, and by 
“white” spirits: gin and 
vodka. 

This trend, the report 
states, reflects the prefer¬ 
ences of Increasing numbers 
of youthful drinkers who 
seek a “light” taste in their 
liquor. In addition, it esti¬ 
mates, the large number of 
young, inexperienced drink¬ 
ers is likely to bring about 
a sizeable increase in the 
sale of bottled cocktails. 

Vodka, which was prac¬ 
tically unknown in the Uni¬ 
ted States 15 years ago, 
probably will overtake gin 
in popularity during 1966, 
the Bank of America report 
predicts. 

Price changes also can be 
expected in many states.
